PETROGRAD, July 28, via London, July 29—The Russians have 
oderpied the important railroad junction of Brody, 58 miles northeast 
of Lemberg in Galicia; broken through the entire first liné of the 
Teutonic allies, west of Gutsk, and driven the Austro-German forces 
from the line of the rivers Slonevka and Boldurovka, Southern Volhy- 
nia, according to the official communication issued tonight by the war 
office. Heavy casualties were inflicted on the Austro-Germans, Over 
9,000 meii were made prisoner and a large number of guns were cap- 
tured, 

Phe communication says: - 

“Weat of Lutsk (Volhynia) we took the offensive and broke 
through the whole first line of the eneniy, inflicting severe losses, Our 
troops are now advancing and the cavalry is pursuing the fleeing 
enemy. 7 

“In this district we captured 46 guns, including six mortars and 
six machine guns, ond fifty officers; including two generals and .two 
commanders of regiments, and over 9,000 men, 

“In the valley of the rivers Slonevka and Boldhovka (Southern 
Vothynia) the enemy has been defeated along the whole line and is 
now being pursued in the direction of Brody. Explosions were heard 
in Brody and fires were observed. Dense columns of goods trains 
Were seen moving from there.’’ 

A later communication adds; 

“At 6:30 o’clock Friday morning Brody was captured by our 
troops. The number of prisoners and the amount of booty captured

Sir George Foster Delivers An 
Eloquent Address In 


Britain 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 28—The members 
of the Royal Colonial Institute have 
seldom listened to a more eloquent 
speech than was delivered today by 
Sir George Foster, at a luncheon giv- 
en in Aia honor, In the présence of a 
distinguished gathering, presided over 
by Earl Grey, Sir George urged im- 
mediate adoption of a vigorous trade 
policy, excluding all things German. 

“Phere are today in our midst,” Sir 
George said, “men if responsible 
places who are actually pleading that 
Germany must be allowéd time to re- 
cuperate as one of the nations of the 
earth, despite the methods she has 
adopted of outrage, pillage, violation 
and: base; betrayal of friendship and 
hospitality, 

“TI say that for at least a generation 
German wares, businesses und men 
showid be excinded from the pale of 
the British empire. Give them a good 
long opportunity to repent—but be 
sure they do repent; then let them 
come and pray that they be readmit- 
ted into the neighborhood and fellow- 
ship of decent civilization.” 

When Sir George came to deal with 
the attitude to be adopted by the al- 
Hes towards neutrals he was round- 
ly applauded. ‘Let us remember,” he 
said, “that,;they have not shed an 
ounce of blood in this armageddon, 
We in the dominions and you at home 
have been severely chastened and 
tuught some of the feelings of gethse- 
mane. Will anyone then deny us the 
right to treat the empire and its part- 
ners more favorably? 

“Let us say to the others, ‘we will 
not be unreasonable with you, but we 
will be just to our own.’ When the 
war is over, Sir George said, the na- 
tions that have banded themselves to- 
gether in defense of the ideals for 
which they are fighting should have 
a duty in reconstructing the basis of 
their attitude toward each other so 
that it may be more favorable than 
that accorded to neutrals, But we 
must be organized just as well for 
peace times in order to conserve the 
empire for its peoples, and not for 
individuals. Tariff walls, he said, 
would not help us. Nor did he hold 
out the least hope that the empire 
could be brought together on a basis 
of free| trade,

But Capture of Brody By

LONDON, July 28—The last 
German strongholds in Longuevat 
have been captured by the Bri- 

+4tish troops, according to the offi- 
clal statement given out tonight 
by the war office, Hund to hand 
fighting continued throughout the 
day in the yicinity of Posleres, 

“Continuing their success of 
yesterday, hh troops have cap- 
tured the last enemy stronghold 
in Longucval, together with a 
number of prisonérs, In the vi- 
cinity of Pozleres hind to hand 
fighting has continued through- 
out the day. Elsewhere on the 
battle front there was consider- 
able artillery activity on both 
sides, 

“Two hostile aeroplanes were 
dastroyed by one of our aerial pae 
trols in the neighborhood of Ba- 
paume yesterday.” 


LONDON, July 28.—While the bat- 
tle of the Somme is continuing with 
inethodical succéss for the British and 
French forcés, the Russians are able 
to announce another important victory 
in the capture of Brody, The Gali- 
cian town, 58 miles northeast of Lem- 
berg, is a gréat railway junction, and 
it had been expected the Austrians 
wonld retain ft at all costs, The swift- 
ness of this new Russian stroke was 
unexpected, and may lead to the cap- 
ture of Lemberg itself, 

The Russians, according to a report 
from Petrograd, also have broken the 
whole Austro-German front west of 
Lutsk. In this success they are re- 
ported to have captured two generals, 


9,000 prisoners and 46 nA, : 
Nahe Tat oF Breage weeertons threat 
to Lemberg, and the rapid and suc- 


cessful advance of General Sakharoff's 
forces menaces the whole Austro- 
German line of communication from 
the north to the south. 

For the present Kovel yields in im- 
portance to Lemberg. The position on 
this portion of the Russian front seems 
to be that General Kaledines, having 
driven General Von Linsingen’'s left 
wing behind the Stokhod River, has 
suspended his advance toward Kovel 
and is holding up the great Teutonic 
forces there, while General Sakharoff 
is pressing on toward Lemberg, which 
is defended by the forces of General 
Boehm-Ermolli. 

Petrograd correspondents attribute 
the successes over the Austro-Germans 
almost entirely to the overwhelming 
superiority of the Ruasian artillery 
and Russia's apparently endless sup- 
plies of ammunition, 

Tonight's official report of the Bri- 
tish -war office shows that the British 
are continuing their successful pro- 
gress. The whole of Longueval is now 
in their hands, as well as the Delvyille 
Wood, from which they drove the 5tr 
Brandenbury division. 

The final capture of Delville Wood 
is very gratifying to the British peo- 
ple. It was first taken July 17, but 
was afterwards abandoned, For many 
days the wood and the village of 
Longueval haye been the scene of 
some of the heaviest fighting of the 
whole campaign. The possession of 
this wood and of Longueval is ex- 
pected to facilitate greatly the further 
progress of the Franco-British forces,

LONDON, July 28.—“I don't despair 
about an eventual solution of the Irish 
problem, in spite of recent failure to 
reach an agreement between the Na- 
tionallsts and the Unionists,” said Da- 
vid Lioyd George today, in replying 
lo a request from the Associated Press 
for his views on the breakdown of the 
do edge for pufting the Irish 
nome rule act into effect immediately, 

“We achieved at least one thing that 
kad never hitherto been accomplish- 
ed,” continued the British war secre- 
tary, “We brought the representa- 
tives of the Irish Nationalists and the 
Ulster Untoniats to the point of shak- 
Ing hands instead -of shaking fists at 
each other." 

The secretary for war, however, is 
still full of optimism regarding the 
lrish difficulty. In reply to a ques- 
tion whether the Nationalists were 
justified in, fefusing the proposed set- 
voment, Mr. Lioyd George sald; 

“Never has a better offer been made 
by all the parties together, The only 
new stipulation inserted was one con- 
cerning the British, and not the Iptsh, 
parliament. The moment the demand 
was put forward by the Unionists that 
lreland should be represented at West- 
minater only in proportion to her pop- 
ulation, except when the question of 
the Irish settlement was under con- 
sideration, it had to be conceded,” 

The secretary said the main princl- 
ples of the settlement remain, namely 
the immédiate creation of an Irish 
parliament, exclusion for the present 
tor the part of Ireland which is un- 
willing to participate in the home rule 
measure, and consideration of the 
whole question of the future of the 
Irish government by an Imperial con- 
ference at the close of the war, He 
raid that, naturally, he was some- 
what saddened by the ill-success of his 
attempt to bring both the Irish par- 
ties completely together. 

“T have always been an ardent homo 
ruler during my political career, and 
still remain one,” Mr. Lioyad George 
said, “In my opinion a nation which 
can and does produce euch soldiers as 
the Irish troops who 
by the side of thelr fellow Britons 
from all over the empire with a valor 
elmost indescribable, and which gives 
us such intellects fn all branches of 
life, can and must rule itself.” ~ 

In answer to a question as to how 
the breach in the negotiations came 
about, Mr. Lipyd George said:

LONDON, July 28.—The execution 
by tne Germans, arter a pre-emptory 
court marshal, of Capt, Charles Fry- 
att, of the Great Eastern Railway 
steamship Brussels, has aroused all 
Britain as nothing has since the mur- 
der of Nurse Edith Cavell. Captain 
Fryatt was accused of turning his boat 
against a German submarine, U 33, 
and attempting to sink it on March 
28, 1915. He was tried by court matr- 
shall at Bruges, Belgium, yesterday, 
and shot today, 

When captured by German torpedo 
boats on June 24, Capt, Fryatt was 
piloting the steamship Brussels fromm 
Rotterdam tod Tilbury, 

Dutch newspapers saig it was gen- 
erally belleved that, the capture of the 
Brussels was brought about by a pas. 
senger who said he was an American, 
but who was believed to be a Gerngtin. 
This man remained on deck through- 
out the voyage and was said to have 
made signals with lights, with the re- 
sult that the German warships steam- 
ed up and halted the vessel, 

The first intimation of the trial of 
Capt. Fryatt was called to the at- 
tention of the foreign office by press 
reports on July 18, to the effect that 
he was to be tried as the result of 
finding on him a watch containing an 
inscription reciting his efforts to ram 
a German submarine.

It is not unnatural that the 
Unionists contended that Ireland ia 
proportionately over-represented = in 
the House of Commons and that it 
would not have been fair, either to 
the portion of Ireland remaining out- 
side of the home rule scheme or to 
the other parts of the British Isles to 
bave retained such a full representa- 
tion of Irish constituencies in the 
London parifament after the larger 
part of Ireland had a parliament of its 
own to settle its own domestic affairs, 
However, the scheme of settlement 
proposed stated in so many words that 
when Irish affairs were to be discuss- 
ed in the London parliament the full 
Trish representation should be called 
to participate, as before the existence 
of the Trish parliament.” 

Throughout the interview Mr. Lloyd 
George spoke without the = slightest 
bitterness. 

Asked whether any further steps 
would be taken to bring the Irish pav- 
ties together, the war secretary said: 

“! for one, and I am sure the mem- 
bers of the cabinet are with me, cer- 
tainly hope that the last word has 
not been said. It is a great pity that 
the scheme was not accepted, for then 
the Irish parliament would have been 
an accomplished fact. The Irish pevu- 
ple would have obtained what they 
have struggled and suffered for dur- 
ing so many generations. An actual 
ho tule parliament would be in be- 
ing for five slxths of Ircland, and once 
that were established, nothing in the 
world could have destroyed it again. 
If a home rule pariiament worked 
well, as I feel certain it would, the 
upprehensions of Ulster would be re- 
moved and the Ulster counties would 
soon come in of their own free will, 
for .the Ulstermen are Irishmen and 
wish to help Ireland work out her 
high destiny: . 

“Now, however, unless some settle- 
ment is quickly effected, who can tell 
what may happen? When the pre- 
sent war is over new conditions will 
have arisen. T hope profoundly for the 
best. I think the Nationalist leaders 
would have been well advised to have 
taken the offer made to them, even 
with the alteration which the Union- 
ist half of the cabinet demanded. It 
was, indeed, a very brond measure of 
home rule_,and in my opinion would 
certainly have eventually led to all 
the counties, even those of Ulster, 
which have been most obstinately op- 
posed to any such idea, coming into 
the scheme after they had seen thant 
the rest of Ireland was really able to 
govern itself well. We should then 
bave seen what so many have made

coming bombardment to his crops 
with hail stones, Jiut, fortunately, 
practically no big storms have rolled 
over the Edmonton district this year 
and the damage by hail has been 
trifling when the whole district is 
considered, though possibly some in- 
dividual farmers in a narrow streak 
have suffered in varying degree. 

Last Weck’s Storm. 

The little hail storm which travel- 
led across the country a week ago to- 
day did more or less damage to a 
streak of country avout a mile or a 
mile and a half wide, and travelled 
easterly from Bellerose across Poplar 
Lake neighborhood, south of the 
Halfway House, and crossing the 
river north of Clover Bar passed 
pape) coe Agricola settlement. As 
is often the Aamsge, 
acording to the eA eht an antude 
of the hallstones that fell from time 
to time as the storm cloud rollod on 
its way. 

May Grow Up Again. 

In some cases the grain will grow 
up again from the root, uné may yet 
be good for feed, or if only slightly 
damaged it may even ripen, while in 
others the hail fell so abundantly that 
it drove the green vegetation to the 
earth, and the farmer having lost one 
crop has started ploughing to pre- 
pare for another crop with the hope 
that he will heve better luck next 
time. Next year he may get a double- 
bumper crop from his summer fal- 
lowing of his hailed out fleld. 

Haying in country districts fs, or 
soon will be, in full swing, permits 
having been granted by the C.P.R, to 
cut on their quarters on July 26th. 
Many permits have also been taken 
out this year to cut on the big forest 
reserve extending north from Cook- 
ing Lake, on the G.T.P., to a_ few 
miles south of Chipman, on the C.N.R., 
a distance of over eighteen miles. The 
lower half of this big reserve is twelve 
miles wide, and there are thousands

“War is still the final arbiter of the 
fate of races, and as such must be 
reckoned with. Be cautious before 
appealing to its decision, but never al- 
low your people to lose that warlike 


spirit which alors can bring victory.” 

This may be said to be the dying 
message of Alwyn Bramley-Moore, of 
the Princess Pats, to the people of Al- 
berta, It is taken from a letter just 
received by Hon, Duncan Marshall, 
minister of agriculture, dated March 
18th, less than a month before the 
writer gave his life for liberty and 
Empire, He was fatally wounded on 
April 5. The letter was found in a 
pocket when his effects were returned 
to his relatives in Engrand, and waa 
forwarded by Lesley Bramley-Moore, 
na brother, to the minister, along with 
a book, "The War Drama of the 
Eagles," by Fdward Fraser, dealing 
with events of the Napoleonle period, 
which Mr. Bramley-Moore intended 
for the provincial library. 

Interesting Souvenir, 

The book, which in the years to 
come will be regarded as a more than 
ordinarily interesting souvenir of the 
great war, Lecause of its personal as- 
sociations, was read in the trenches 
by the platoon of the Princess Pa- 
tricias, which the sender was a mem- 
ber. Their names, as they appear on 
one of the pages, below the legend, 
“We cannot surpass, but we strive to 
emulate,” are; Pte, William Dalby, 
Lance-Corp, Bramley-Moore, Pte, A. 
Turner, M, B, Lilly, M, McArthur, E, 
J, Woodgate, Lance-Corp. N, C, Me-

Installed in Library. 

Tt was yesterday handed over to 
John Blue, provincial librarian, after 
Mr, Marshall had pasted in the letter 
received from Mr, Bramley-Moor., 
who until the last election had repre- 
sented the constituency of Alexandra 
in the provincial House. 

The letter to the minister of agri- 
culture reads: 

Sir—lI trust that I may be allowed 
to present to the Alberta library a 
book which has afforded much plea- 
sure to many of us here, and may, 
perhaps, afford pleasure to readers in 
the more peaceful atmosphere of 
your library, It will be a aad day 
when valour lacks appreciation, and 
while on the one hind the pertsal of 
the heroic deeds of another nation 
may tend to protect us from overesti- 
mating in too boastful a manner our 
national achievements, it may, on the 
other hand, stimulate us to vie with 
the glorious deeds wo read of. War 
is still the final arbiter of the fate of 
races, and as such must be reckoned 
with, Be cautious before appealing 
to its decision, but nevér allow your 
people to lose that.

MACARONI PIE. 


Ingredients—Three-quarters of a 
pound of cold beef or mutton, one 
small onion, one-quarter pound of 
macaroni, Bread crumbs and grated 
cheese, four medium-sized tomatoes, a 
little stock of water. 

Boil the macaroni in slightly salted 
water until tender, Cut the meat 
into thin slices, peel the onion and 
slice thinly, cut the tomatoes in slices, 

Line a buttered baking dish with 
the macaroni (cut in small pieces) and 
arrange the meat, onions and tomato 
slices in layers on top. Season with 
salt, pepper and nutmeg. Pour over

There were also a number 
who did not go into the trenches, with 
transports, etc, but I am sorry p say 
we lost most of our comrades, Al- 
though not able to write to their nu- 
inerous friends in the Edmonton dis- 
trict ,the boys here nevertheless would

LONDON, July 28.—The British 
foreign office has been informed that 
five stewardesses of the steamship 
Brussels have been taken to a Ger- 
man detention camp. The foreign of- 
fice has sent a_ vigorous protest 
through the American embassy, de- 
manding their immediate release on 
the ground that their interment is il- 
legal, 

Tho Fraytt case cuils attention to 
the German prize regulations, which 
provide that under circumstacices 
similar to the capture of the Brussels, 
merchantmen uafe to’ be treated * as 
prisoners of war.

In the latter ‘case, 
they are to be proceeded: against in 
acordance with the oxtradrdinary mar- 
tial law procedure.”

decoration . The most striking effect 
that can be imagined is to be found at 
the home of Colin McPherson, 9828 
108th atreet, which is really beautiful 
in its arrangement and artistic choice 
of color.

of the wonderful bed of. stocks found 
atthe garden of J. 8. Todd, 113th 
street and Nelson avenue, In addi- 
tion, Mr. Todd had some 60 varieties 
of other flowers in his charming gar- 
den. 

Lawns are an important item, and 
much depends upon their appearance 
in the general layout. For instance, 
Mr. Todd had a very neat lawn, and 
he had followed a rule that was com- 
mented upon by the judge—that is, in 
Planting the flower beds, a space of 
about one foot or more had been left 
between the edge of the lawn and the 
fOwers in the bed. This enables the 
Brass to b trimmed close to the edges 
of the lawn without interfering with 
the plants. C. H. Leigh, of 9853 89th 
uvenue, had a really beautiful lawn, 
well-kept, without a weed or sign of 
clover.

“There is a splendid possibility for 
seed finx straw in the manufacture of 
high grade paper,” is the judgment of 
Arthur D, Little, one of the foremost 
outhorities on industrial research on 
the North American continent, who is 
investignting «onditione in the prairie 
provinces on behalf of the Canndisu 
itacifie Railway company, with a view 
to future industrial development, 

“The world is crying for paper fibre, 
yet hundred of thousands of tons of 
the best paper fibre is anndally eft 
to rot on the Canadian prairies.” The 
C.V.R,, he stated, had experimented 
with this flax paper and produced «4 
finished product which they. submit- 
ted to the mills of the States, where 
the banknote paper is made, These 
people had been greatly tmpressed 
with the strength, color and generai 
qualities of the paper, and had offered 
the use of their mills for more exten- 
sive experiments and demonstrations, 
Nine tons of flax straw made one tor 
of paper, the selling price now being 
$160 to $180 a ton, while in normal

La Due Norwood, agent of the 
G.VR. land department at Rdmonton, 
bas received a letter from T hos, At- 
kinson, a farmer living 2 1-2 miles 
south of Lake Wabamun, giving, par- 
ticulars of remarkable success‘ that 
has been achieved in clover growings 
Mr. Atkinson says: 

“My farm, which I am operating in 

partnership with my two brothers, is 
located on Ste, 14, township 52, range

district is a fairly heavy black or dark 
chocolate loam, averaging about 7 
inches in depth, underlaid by a_ stiff

My first experiments in clover 
growing on this land were undertaken 
four years ago in 1911, In that year 
1 sower half an aere of old garden 
rround which was too flat for vege- 
tables, using a mixture of 3 pounds 
alsike, 2 pounds red clover, and 3 
pounds timothy. This IT sowed about 
the end of April without a nurse 
crop, and about the middle of June 
it had reached the height of 2 ft. 1 
then commenced to cut it for young 
ples and work horses, cutting it as 
requived and feeding tt. green direct 
from the field. By the tlme IT had 
got through cutting the first crop in 
this way, which was in about one 
month from the time I commenced, 
it was again about twenty inches high 
“und ready to cut at the side of the 
patch where T had commenced to cut 
the first time.

The 
crop may be cut early enough to make 
good hay and the grain will ripen 
without shrinking during the curing 
process, If baled after threshing, the 
straw has a market value below that 
of the regular hay crop, but may.be 
used as loose roughage for steers; 
store stock, or for the work horses of 
the farm. 
Preparation of Land, 

For the special production of tim- 
othy seed special care must be taken, 
Equally important with the quality of 
the seed itself is its purity, The 
growing of clean timothy should be 
easier than the growing of any other 
kind of grass seed, The arens suited 
to timothy growing are the moist, 
heavy lands where weeds do not cotn- 
monly survive or flourish in cultivated 
crops, ‘Timothy itself, if a good stand, 
is one of our best crops for the smoth- 
ering of weeds. While few of the 
weeds classed as “noxious” occur in 
the areas suited to timothy growing, 
the chief drawback to our seed is the 
presence of impurities, chiefly of 
small native seeds. On this account 
it is important that land that is to be 
seeded to timothy should be thorough- 
ly and carefully prepared. 

“To put land in the best conditioa 
for seed production, it should be care- 
fully summer-fallowed the year pre- 
vious to being seeded. In addition to 
having the land free from weeds and 
grasses, it is important to have it well 
firmed with the packer or in some 
other way. Land which has been in 
corn or roots, if the crop has been 
kept clean and well cultivated, should 
be in as good condition as is summer- 
fallow, and even clean stubble if 
ploughed and thoroughly cultivated, 
should Hkewise be satisfactory. 

' Seeding. 


Timothy may be sown either with 
& grass seed attachment or with a 
separate grass seeder operated by 
hand.

“The wise owner will drain all the 
oil from the crank case of his car 

, every 1,000 miles of service, regard- 
less of how much oil is still there 
at the time. He will then replace 
with good, fresh, clean oil. In do- 
ing: this regularly, he will prolong the 
life-of his car indefinitely, 

“Another place where lack of lu- 
brication can do damage is the rear 
axte and transmission, For here the 
action of the gears has the same effect 
upon grease as the action of working 
parts of the motor has on oil, It 
robs the grease in time of the lubri- 
eating qualities by the process of dis- 
integration, 

“If the owner will take care in add- 
ing fresh grease every 1,500 miles— 
it is not necessary to replace the sup- 
ply which is in the rear axle and 
transmission at the time—he will save 
many a dollar in the long run, 

“It is well enough recognized that 
lubrication is the life of a motor car. 
It is a fact, too, that many owners 
keep enough oil and grease in their 
ears, But the freshness of the lubri- 
cant requires attention and is of 
greater importance than the quantity. 
Every dollar spent by the owner on 
proper lubrication saves ten dollars 
in other expenses, aside from the an- 
noyances of poor operation and the 
delays due to trying to make a gal- 
lon of oil or a few pounds of grease 
perform their functions when they 
become ‘pepless’ from too long ser- 
vice.”
